How Their Initial Velocity 18 Calculated 


lu Tests at Snndy Hook. 


To tho layman 0110 of tho interesting 


features in a big gun test is tho method 
by which tho initial velocity of tho 
•projectiles is calculated. \Vhenlio hears 
that tho modern bigli power guns often 
expel a shot ut an initial velocity of 
2,000 feet n second, a. rato that if sus- 
tained wc.iilr.1 iseau a ftilo in three sec- 
onds, ho realizes tho difficulty of calcu- 
lating the speed. An ordnance officer 
must have accurate knowledge of the 
velocity of a projectile, that ho may pre- 
dict its range niul penetration and de- 
tcrmiuo (lie accuracy of the gun. It is 
a cnniTiarativdy easy matter, however, 
with the Lew instruments to calculate 
ai'curutily ihe initial velocity of a pro- 
jectile, and any one who is fortunate 
enough to visit Sandy Hook when big 
guns are being tested may sco how it is 
done. 


Two open frames are set up 150 foot 


apart in front of the gnu. Wires iiro 
stretched back and ford) across theso 
frainc.s, milking a screen through which 
tho shot must pass. Tho wires in each 
screen foim n complete electric circuit, 
which includes also an elccitric battery 
and an eicelro magnet. Tho projectile, 
after leaving t'10 6IUI> u^ea through tho 
wiio in tho firstseieeu, interrupting tho 
circuit and releasing tho armature of 
the magnet. In a. spaco of time so small 
as to bo hardly conceivable tho projec- 
tile <ias covered the distance between 
tho two frames and pierced tho wiro in 
the second, interrupting its electric cur- 
rent and releasing the armature of its 
magnet, as in tho first case. Tho inter- 
val between the drop of these two ar- 
matures represents tho time spent by 
tho projectile in traveling 350 feet. 
This time is indicated by the chrono- 
graph in tho laboratory near by. Wires 
run from each screen to tho laboratory, 
which is fitted tip with batteries and 
switchboards. 


The armature of tho first electro rnag- 


net is an iron rod about 8 feot long, 
which is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when tho eccoud electro magnet is 
placed a littlo Lelow tho first, and when 
it is released it acts as a kuife, and, 
striking tho sido of tho falling rod, 
makes u slight mark. The distance of 
(his cut or mark from tho end of the rod 
indicates tho distance through which 
tho rod lias dropped whilo tho projectile 
is passing from ono screen to another. 
This forms tho unit for the calculation 
of tho projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns havo increased the initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in tho last 
few years. Projectiles may be oxpolled 
cow with a forco that will make them 
effective at a rango far beyond ordinary 
eyesight.—Now York Sun.

A correspondent asks, "What is law- 


ful moaey or have we auy such money 
at tho present time?" It is difficult to 
answer this question 
simple as it 


seems. 
v\Vo have various kinds of 


money, but under our present financial 
system the creditor Las the option of 
determining what lawful money ia. 
The law makes greenbacks or govern- 
ment notes a legal tender for all debts, 
public and private, except duties oil 
imports aud interest on the public 
debt. 
Silver certificates are a legal 


tender (or interest ou the public debt 
and duties ou imports, although those 
certificates are invariably redeemed in 
standard 
dollars, while greenbacks 


are as invariably redeemed in gold. 
Silver dollars of 412l 
a grains of stand- 


ard silver are a legal tender for all 
obligations of the United Stateb and 
were so declared to bo by both Houses 
of Congress wbon the Matthews' reso- 
lution was adopted. 


But tho rule seems tn be to-duy with 


money-lenders to defluo what legal 
money is, regardless of the law. One 
makes all obligations due him payable 
ia gold coin; another makes hia notes 
payable in standard dollars, and a 
third may insist on having all notes 
made payable to him in greenbacks. 


When President Cleveland was is- 


suing bonds to replenish the gold in 
the reserve fund an attempt was made 
to pass an Act of Congress making gov- 
ernment bonds redeemable in gold. 
Powerful as the gold trust was it could 
not get the bill through Congress, and 
all government obligations are payable 
in gold or standard dollars, at the op- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The Legislature of Nevada passed an 
act making all loans aud undertakings, 
and also all obligations cf debt, ju 
ments or executions stated in terms of 
dollars and to be paid in money, paya- 
ble in either the standard silver or 
gold coins or other legal money au- 
thorized by the Congress of the United 
States. The ci editor, therefore, who 
nominates in the bond the kind of 
money in which it shall be redeemed, 
not the law-making power, determines 
what is lawful money of the United 
States.

to nearly 
$700,000,000. 
They have 


planned for a series of brilliant enter- 
tainments which will cost from $10,000 
to $50,000 each, and it is estimated that 
they will spend many millions during 
their stay in London. 
In addition 


hundreds of the smaller fry from the 
United States will visit London during 
the Jubilee and swell the outlay to a 
considerable extent. 


These are the people who want money 


that Europe is anxious to get bold of 
and who vote against an Americah 
financial system that is not approved 
by the money kings of Europe. 


ID view of th» near approach of the 


Queen's Jubilee, the streets of London 
are being transformed into one vast 
amphitheatre. Seats are being placed 
on tho sloping sides of the roofs of 
churches, on the tops of and in the 
space between adjoining houses und in 
fact in every conceivable place. Car- 
penters are 
receiving the unprece- 


dented wages of $5 and $6 per day and 
every man that can handle a hammer 
and saw, is given immediate employ- 
ment. 


Already six milea of the streets are 


lined with raised seats, shutting out 
the view of residences, stores and pub- 
lic buildings. Decorations of an elab- 
orate character are being prepared. 
Business, generally, is 
being sus- 


pended and everyone is taking a hand 
at preparing for the immense con- 
course of people expected to be present 
at the Jubilee.

The Hawaiian GommiBfeiouers, Sec 


retuiy ;-herman and Assistant Secre- 
taries Day and Caldler, assembled in 
conference at the State Department at 
9 o'clock yesterday morning and began 
a careful comparison uf the Hawaiian 
treaty. 


The treaty was signed at 9:20 by 


Secretary Shertrxui for the 
United 


States and Messrs. Hatch, Thurston 
and Kinney for Hawaii. The docu- 
ment was submitted to the Senate 
yesterday. 


Tho tieaty provides that the island 


ahull cede to the United States abso- 
lutely aud forever all rights of sover- 
eignty iu and over Hawaii Island and 
ita dependencies, and that these islands 
shall become an integral part of the 
territory of the United States. 


The government of Hawaii also cedes 


public lands, public 
buildings and 


public property of every description. 
Congress shall enact special laws to 
govern.the disposition of lands of the 
Hawaiian Islands. 


The Hawaiian Islands shall be ad- 


mitted into the Union as a territory of 
the Uuited States, 
local laws to ba 


passed by the local Legislature, but 
subject to the approval of the Presi- 
dent, The present treaties aud laws 
governing Hawaiia's commeiciul rela- 
tions with foreign countries shall re- 
main in force until Congress shall take 
action. 


The further immigration of Chinese 


laborers is prohibited, pending Con- 
gressional action. The entry of Chi- 
nese from Hawaii into the United 
States is likewise prohibited 


The United States assumes the pub- 


lic debt of Hawaii, but with the stipU' 
lation Uiat this liability shall not ex 
cead $4,000,000. 


The treaty, before it becomes effec- 


tive, shall be ratified by the proper 
authorities of the United States and 
Hawaii. 


Tho Japanese government has filed a 


protest against the Hawaiian treaty on 
tho ground that it promises to lead to 
a breach of the treaty stipulations be- 
tween Japan and Hawaii.
